- SCHOOL FUND TAXES

North Carolina Supreme Court
Creates a Stir.

COUNTERFEITERS ARRESTED

Movement to Secure Manual and In
dustrial Training in the North
Carolina Public Schools.
Teacher's Institute.

(Special Dispatch to The Times.)

RALEIGH, N. C., Aug. 6.—Considerable
consternation was created throughout the
State by a recent decision of the Supreme
Court of North Carolina, in which the
dicitm was lald down—the prinecipal con-
tention at issue was a different matter—
that county boards of cducatlon are
obliged to. apportion public school funds
in the school districts strictly according
to the school population, making the dai-
vision per capilta between the white and
negro races. 4 ;

However, the State Swperintendent of
Publie Instruction issued instructions this
morning 1o the county boards to ignora
the Supreme Court's opinion, as the act
of the Legislature, which directs them to
distribute the school money to each town-
ship, =0 as to give to each school for each
race the same length of school term, as
nearly as may be, each. year, and to have
proper regard for the grade of work to
be done and the quallfications of the
teachers required in each school for cach
race, and fix the maxlmum salary for
each school in the county. This law
having been legally enacted by the Leg-
islature, must be assumed to be consti-
tutional until it 15 expressly decided by
the court to be unconstitutional

It is under ithe provisions of this act
that the white children are enabled to
enjoy the benefits of a just share of
school funds, In proportion to the very
much larger school tax paid by the white
people.

COUNTERFEITER'S WIFE ARREST-
ED.

Mrs. Lowry, wife of A. T. Lowry, who
was convicted several months ago for
counterfeiting and sentenced to a term
in the Federal prison at Nashville, has
been arrested in this city. and bound over
to the next term of the United States
Court to answer the charge of alding In
the making of spurious coin. A guant-
ity of metal, plaster of Parls, and other
materials were found on her premises.
The woman gave bond for her appear-
ance.

Lowry escaped from the oprison at
Nashville about two months ago, and it
Is believed that he has been hera within
the past few days. The counterfelting
materials were probably left in his wife's
house by him while here. Offlcers of
the law =ay that Lowry went from here
to Norfolk, and they confdently expect
to capture him within the next few days.

The moulds found in Mrs. Lowry's
possession show evidence of recent wuse.
She clalms to have no knowledge of tha
materials found in her house.

A BEVERE STORM.

A severe wind storm, amounting almost
to a cyeclone, swept over a small section
of Wake county, contiguous to Raleigh,
vesterday evening, and did considerable
damage, not only to crops, but in the
way of unroofing houses and in some In-
stances twisting off trees. Several houses
were completely demolished.

A teachers' institute for Wake county
puhblic schaol teachers is belng held in
this city wader the direction of Professor
Crittenden, of Wake Forest College. Dr.
George T. Winston, president of the
North Carolina College of Agricultural
snd Mechanical Arts. delivered an ad-
dress this afterncon on mechanieal learn-
ing {n the public schools. He advocated
the introduction of these features in the
bublic schools of the county.

AESIGNATION OF
~ SEAATOR GLASS

There Are Two Vacancies Now
in the General As-

sembly.

Senator Carter Glass, of Lynchburg,
has resigned his seat in the upper branch
of the General Assembly so that his suc-
cessor may be chosen at the November
election.

Tpon

Governor Montague's return
aceept the resignation of Mr. Glass, and
jssue writs of election to fill that va-
cancy, and the one existing in Congress
from the Sixth District. These elections
will be ordered to be held on the ith day
of November when all the congressmen
will be chosen. The Governor will also
jesue a writ filling the vacancy in the
Hceuse of Delegates from Carroll county,
oecasioned by the resignation of Dele-
gate E. M. McPeak on the same day.
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1t is not known who will aspire to suc-

ceed Mr. Glass in the Senate, but it is
likely that there will be several candi-
dates.

Senalor Glass has been indeed a “breath
of fresh air’ in the Legislature of Vir-
ginia. His record in the Senate has
been that of an able, brilliant
and fearless representative, and he will
be greatly missed by the people of the
State, when he shall pass to that higher
and more distinguished body of repre-
sentatives at Washington.

There will be another elevation from
the Virginia to the National Legislature
shortly. It will be in tha case of Hon.
Robert G. Southall, of Amella, who has
been nominated for Congress from the
Fourth District. Mr. Southall is chair-
man of the House Committee on Courts
of Justice, and will not resign until his
term of service actually begins in the
National House, which will be on Aarch
4th, 1003

Secretary of the Commonwealth. D. Q.
Eggleston has returned from: his homa2
tn Charlotte county, where he went on
Saturday to attend the Sixth District
primary to nominate a candidate for TCon-
gress to succeed the late Major Pater J.
Otey.

Mr. Eggleston is chairman of the Sixth
District Commlittee, and to him Is due,
in a large measure, the credit for the
admlirable working of the new primaiy
plan on Saturday. He is engaged
in recciving and ecomplling the returns
and will shortly be able to give out
the official figures.

Mr. Eggleston thinks that the primary
svstem i= a good one, and that it will
be approved by the Democratic pecple of
the State.

TO LIFT THE DEBT

Appeal Being Made in Behalf of Vir-
ginia Female Institute in Staunton,

It is probable that the scope of tha
Virginia Female Institute, the well-known
Episcopal Seminary at Staunton, will be
greatly widened, the plans projected em-
hodying the lfting of the debt of the
institution, improvement of the bulild-
ings. increasing the endowment fund and
the establishment of several scholarships.

A campaign with this dea in view has
already been inaugurated, and Hev, H, B.
Lee, of Charlottesville, has been in Rich-
mond for several days soliciting subscrip-
tions to the school. It is stated that he

has bean quite successful, although It
it not known how much money was
raised.

The following eireular has been issued
relative to the purposss of the campaign:

“The buildings and equipments of the
institute were never in as fine condition
as they are to-day, nor has the shoal
aver enjoved a larger measure of public
confidence or dones better work along the
lines of educatlon than it is now accom-
plishing under the eiliclent management
of Mliss Maria Pendleton Duval, its prin-
cipal.

“While this is the condition of the
school, same additions to the bulldings,
at a cost of 310,04 are desirable and
should be made, and yvet it is difficult to
make them until the present indehtedness
of 315,000 is paid off or materially re-
duced. With the present debt, which was
incurred for valuable improvements and
additions to the real estate, paid off, and
the contemplated additions made to the
bulldings, this splendid property would
belong unencumbered to the dioceses.
The rent of the proper.y, which is now
appllad to the payment of interest on
the debt and the graduval extinguishment
of the debt itself, could be used to estab-
lish scholarships for the equal benefit of
the two diocceses, to be conferred upon
suc.. deserving persons as each diocese
might determine. Thus each dincese
would have a2 valuable and substantinl
interest in the school, and be enabled to
assist in the education of many young
ladies from vear to year, whose parents
might not be able to bear the burden.'

GIANT CRANE

One at Locomotive Works that Can
240,000 Pounds.

In the new erecting shop of the Rich-
mond Locomotive Works there was put
in place a week or two ago, but com-
pleted for work on Tuesday, an electric
crane capahle of lifting one hundred and
twenty tons, or 240,000 pounds. This crans
moves® on, & runway about fifty feet
ahove the fioor, and is intended to pick
up the largest locomotives and move taem
from track to track. Just below the
clearance line of this erane thers is an-
other sixty ton crane to wait on the
construction gangs and do light (?) work.
This crane, which in Itself weighs about
60,000 pounds, was yvesterday lifted by one
of the motors of the big crane and taken
from the floor of the shop and put on
its ralls on’ the runway Intended for
it wtihout the slightest difficulty or
hitch.

Electricity has been put to many bene-
ficial uses but, to few if any more ad-
vantageous to modern industry than in
operating traveling crancs. Four years
ago the Locomotive Works had none—they
now have ten—the smallest is of ten
ton capacity.
